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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-13, 22, 25-36, and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Evans GB Patent application 2,197,974. Evans discloses all of 
the subject matter of the above claims. 

Claims 1, 22-25, 45, 46, and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Gura et al US Patent 6,270,41 1 . Gura discloses a bowling theme slot 
machine with frames played as a bonus game where the player presses a button to 
start the main game. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 14-21 and 37-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Evans GB Patent application 2,197,974 as applied to the claims 
above and in further view of Adamczyk et al US Patent 6,379,250. Evans discloses all 
of the instant application but lacks in disclosing any mention of the skill game 
specifically being a bowling game. Instead Evans disclose that the game of skill is a 
quiz, or other intelligence test, or a reaction test, a test of dexterity or a memory test on 
page 2. Page 5 and 6 discloses that in different embodiments of the invention many 
games of skill bay be utilized. The game may comprise a test of dexterity, the player 
having to operate the control buttons to complete some task, for example causing a 
movable part of an image present on the visual display screen to follow a predetermined 
path. The last part could be a bowling game and since it is disclosed that any game of 
skill may be used. In Adamczyk, there is disclosed a bowling game that is a skill game 
that takes into account all of the inputs of a bowling game. It would be obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to combine the references of Evans and Adamczyk in order to 
have a skill game that is a bowling game in combination with a primary game using the 
motivation provided above from Evans that any skill game may be used. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art

UK patent applications '922, '206, and '384 all disclose Amusement with prize 
games with additional skill type games as bonus games. 

Frohm et al '457 discloses a bowling bonus game
